“Do we have a say? No. Would it 
have been a courtesy? Absolutely. 

Basically we rely on the good- 
will of the people of the Town 
Hall to let us know what’s hap- 
pening - it didn’t happen.” 

And though it is gone, Harris 
and the commission point no real 
blame at either the Baptist Church 
or Building Inspector Dan Paret, 
who issues permits for building 
demolitions, She said. essentially 
that the church owned the building 
and the property and could do 
whatever it wanted and that Paret 
is a busy man who is not required 
to inform the commission. 

Paret agreed. 

“The town has no policy of 
notifying anyone,” Paret said, “If 
they want that courtesy what they 
need to do is have a policy institu- 
ted.” 

The commission would like to 
see a town by-law change that 
would require that the commission 
be made aware of future such 
proposed changes. Harris says a 
lack of communication produced 
the disappointment the commis- 
sion is now experiencing. 

Paret said that is the real shame 
because if at any time in the more 
than one year he has been building 
inspector if anyone from the com- 
mission had approached him and 
asked him for a courtesy call in 
the event something like this hap- 
pened, he would have been glad to 
do so.

Meals are served and delivered 
Monday through Friday except on 
holidays or when schools are closed 
during the school year for weekly 
vacations or when closed due to 
storms. Wilmington's senior meal 
program is one of a very few towns 
that are not involved with their area 
agencies meal program. Our meals 
are prepared by school nutritionist 
Ann Quinn. We have kept the meals 
at $1.00 a meal. 

At our meal sites you can receive a 
full course meal for $1.00. All we 
ask from you is that you call the 
center to order a meal the day

But Paret'also made it clear that 
he can only act within his author- 
ity, and though he said he agrees 
with Harris that old buildings 
should be preserved, he had no 
authority to act other than how'he 
did. 

For his part, church’ pastor Rev. 
Ronald Grimley said he checked 
with two contractors the church 
was considering for the job as to 
whether or not the building was of 
historical significance. Both re- 
ported back it was not, he said. 

“We went through the proper 
approval process,” Grimley stated. 
“Neither the demolition permit 
nor the building permit would 
have been issued by the town if 
the town felt the building had any 
historical significance.” 

Paret said his job in issuing 
demolition permits does not entail 
a view of potential historical sig- 
nificance but that all requirments 
were met by the church. 

“The person that removed that 
building met all those require- 
ments,” he said. 

According to a form filed with 
the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission by the Wilmington His- 
torical Commission in 1977, the 
house was built in the 1890's as a 
residence. 

The house was later occupied by 
Dr. Miriam Hosmer, who prac- 
ticed medicine there after World 
War II. She sold the property to 
the Baptist Church sometime 
around 1960 and it was used for 
services until the present structure
